Shall we 
then disgrace the cloth we wear by 
disobeying their orders now they 
are dead! Shall we hand over the | 
property of the Sirkar, and the 
dead bodies of our officers, to these 
sons of perdition? I for one prefer 
to die fighting for duty and the fame 
of the Guides, and they that will do 
likewise follow me.’”’

“The annals of no army and no 
regiment can show a brighter rec- 
ord of devoted bravery than has 
been achieved by this small band of 
Guides.’’

The advantages of pastourization 
are that it keeps the whey sweet, 
and the whey tanks in much more 
cleanly and sanitary condition. The 
cans are more easily washed, there 
being less grease adhering to th 
while they are less affected by 
smaller percentage of acid in the 
whey, and consequently last long- 
er. The pasteurization of the whey 
inhibits the growth and develop- 
ment of the yeasts which cause bit- 
ter, yeasty or goosy flavor, pre- 
venting them from spreading from 
ene patron to another through the 
milk cans in which the whey is re- 
turned. In this respect, pasteuriz. 
ation of whey has proven a great 
blessing to not a few factories. 

_ The feeding value of the whey is 
improved in two ways: by checking 
the development of acid (souring), 
it makes the whey more wholesome 
for young pigs and calves. It is 
feund, also, that while ordinarily

An instructive part 
i the bulletin ts the specific in 
formation based upon experience 
‘ontributed by sheep men in var- 
ious parts of the country, on the 
value of sheep as weed destroy- 
ers, indicating the various weeds 
which sheep help greatly in keep- 
ing down- 

The treatment of diseases in 
sheep which forms a valuable 
part of the work, has been con- 
tributed by J. G. Rutherford, Di- 
rector General and Live Stock 
Commissioner for Canada. The 
diseases sheep are liable to in 
this country are described and 
the most approved method of 
treatment outlined. 

The condition of the sheep in- 
dustry in the different provinces 
is described in detail and a brief 
resume given of the introduction 
of this class of Live Stsck into 
the various parts of the Domin- 
ion, the work ending with a-gen- 
eral review of the Canadian wool 
industry. Taken altogether the 
sheep husbandry in Canada, is 
one of the most instructive con- 
tributions made in recent years 
to the Live Stock literature of thé 
Dominion. Well written and 
profusely illustrated, it is a pro- 
duction creditable to its author 
and contains in its hundred and 
twenty five pages, information of 
value to every sheep owner or 
would-be sheep owner in the 
country.

From all parts of the empire come 
most serious reports of unemploy- 
ment. It is not vonfined to the 
north or south, but apparently all 
industrial regions are affected. 

In the Soziale Rundschau there 
is an account of general depression 
in the building and allied trades 
showing that in these industries 
unemployment is infinitely more 
serious than in any recent years.

A NARROW ESCAPE, 


An Incidont Which Carries Us 
Back to the Indian Mutiny. 


The recent death of the son of Sir 
Henry Lawrence, the famous hero 
of the defence of Lucknow, carries 
the attention back to the @ of 
the Sepoy Rebellion. One of the 
strangest incidents of that terrible 
time is told by William Forbes Mit- 
chell in his ‘Reminiscences of the 
Great Mutiny.’’ Mr. Mitchell, who 
was sergeant of a Highland regi- 
ment, had the mistortune, during a 
reatcoat which 
every soldier carried folded in what 
was known as a ‘‘Crimean roll,”’ 
and strapped to the shoulders in 
such a manner that it crossed the 
| breast. 
| Many a man owed his life to the 
fact that bullets became spent in 
passing through these rolls. It hap- 
pened that in the heat of the fight 
my roll was cut right through where 
the two ends were fastened together 
by the stroke of a keen-edged tul- 
war which was intended to cut me. 

As tae day was warm, I was rath- 
er glad to get rid of it, but by ten 
o'clock at night there was a differ- 
ence in temperature, and when I 
was relieved from patrol duty and 
wanted to lie down to sleep, I felt 
the cold, wet grass anything but 
comfortable, for a kilt is not the 
most suitable article of dress on a 
cold November 
India. 

My company was encamped in and 
abcut the tomb of the first king of 
Oudh.

French Women Are Apathetic ia 
Using Their New Franchise, 


Votes for women is apparently 
not what french women ask for, 
During the last few months, for the 
first time, women, as well as men, 
employed in trade and business had 
by a new law a vote for the elec- 
tion of ‘Conseils de Prudhommes,”’ 
which are special commercial 
courts. ’ 

The ballots closed on Oct. 31 last. 
The returns show that only twenty- 
four per thousand women availed 
themselves of their new privilege. 
Moreover, this small minorivy con- 
sists entirely of female clerks em- 
ployed in one or two large banks 
whose names in every case had been 
put down on the voters’ lists by “ 
their employers themselves. Not 
one single woman engaged in trade 
.ad taken the trouble even to enter 
her name in the registers. The 
same thing has happened before in 
a similar case, that of the election : 
judges on the tribunal of commerce, 
for which women established in 
business have the vote.

Synopsis of Canadian North-west 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
male over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one-quarter séction of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub 
agency for the district in which 
the land is situated, Entry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on certain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of an intending 
homesteader, 

The homesteader is required to 
perform the homestead duties under 
one of the following plans; 

(1) At least six months’. resid- 
ence upon and cultivation of the 
land jn each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform. the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud owned solely by him, not

Regulations 


Coal mining rights of the Domin- 
ion, in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta, the Yukon [erritory, the 
Northwest Territories and British 
Columbia, may be leased fora term 
of twenty one years at an annual 
rental of $1 an acre, 
than 2,500 acres will be leased to 
one applicant.

In surveyed territory the land 
must be described by sections, or 
legal sub-divisions of sections, and 
iv unsurveyed territory the 
applied for shall be staked out.

Each application must be accom 
eanied by a fee of $5 which will ke 
refunded if the rights applied for 
are not available but not otherwise 
A royality shall be paid on the 
merchantable output of the miue at 
a rate of five ceuts ver ton, 


Every lessee of coal mining rights 
which are not being operated shatt 
furnish the district agent of Dou. 
inion Lands with asworn statemen- 
to that effect at least once in each 
year, 


The lease will include the coal 
mining rights only, but the lessee 
may be permitted to pirchase what- 
ever available surface rights may 
be considered necessary for ‘4e 
working of the mine at the rate of 
$10 an acre.
